* plnaber* OBESH haa reoantly wowed back to LUBBOCK tram HVT)K},Yexas . 

GREEK rtartad that at #ia and of August 63 he was engaged In a pokar |hi 
at the hows of Loala TAKNKR,l620 I0RSEHI Rd., IB VITO. Texas . ORSN alladfea that 
at thia poker game, one of the partial pan U^BIIX(Ijru), had in bis poe session the 
Mfla that was mead in the assAasination of the President in ZhJLIAS,texaw* *ttj. 
had pat the weapon up an aecmrlty on a bat in tha gm e and had won the weapon 
back. (KEEN stated that #an he saw the weapon on television ha knee it waa tha 
aoa th at h e had wean originally at the poker gaae* 

GREEK also atated that two of the other players in the game ware Lae Ot- 
UALD and Jack BUBT ® Be did not know either of Vnawa wen hj mane bat recognised 
both wen whan they appeared on telerijdon after tha assassination of tha Presi- 
dent • 

In addition, GREK I advised that m thar card gaae had taken plaoa at ttw 
boas of TAKNER # about a week subsequent to the initial gate, thia tiJM ULL(LVU) 
showed tip at the gan and placed a pawn ticket in tha pot stating that ha had 
gotten §30 for tha rifle at a looal pawn shop* Tha gaaw was in progress Aen 
Jack BUBT shewed up and allegedly "took tha pot"® Howwvw, the pawn tioket woe 
wen by Louis TAKNER. After thia GREER ntwer saw the gun again until it appeared 
an television. GREEK stated he 00 old tall it was tha aaaw gv»,er ha Waa pr et ty 
•ue it was, bacanaa of the leather band on the bottow of it*
